The difference of 30 cents is the differ­ 
ence of the sum paid to the operatives 
who made them .

the duty on coffee th at duty was divided 
between the Brazilian Government and 
the Brazilian producer. 
In the days of 
Henry Clay labor was unorganized, with­ 
out knowledge of its rights or its capaci­ 
ties ; but since then the gold of California, 
the civil war and the accumulations of 
twenty years of prosperous peace has 
educated labor into an organization whose 
motto is, “ One for all, and all for one.” 
You iiave seen how the Knights of Labor 
have fought against any intrusions ou 
their rights, how much more now should 
they combine when their very homes are 
threatened. 
Our Democratic friends are like a child 
with a watch. They want to open it and 
see how it works.

It is proposed to reduce raisins one-half 
cent a pound. If this is accomplished, 
it will compel the vender of California 
raisins to sell his boxes of raisins 10 
cents a box cheaper so as to compete 
with the prices of the European importer. 
Who will this affect? The wholesale 
man will not lose th at 10 cents; neither 
will the vineyardist; but the laborer will 
find that his wages will be reduced, for 
we are all trying to unload onto somebody 
and the bottom man must in time be 
reached. 
Labor takes the load, and it is 
therefore the first to feel the effects of 
refi action and the last to feel the effects 
of inflation. 
If the Mills bill becomes a 
law, the direct result ot its doctrines 
would be to reduce the wages of logger, 
lum berman, skilled mechanic and worker 
in orchard or vineyard from $5 to $15 per 
month, and if Grover Cleveland is re­ 
elected then that Mills bill will become a 
law.

JUSTICE KING’S COURT. 


j u d g e C h e n r r D e r id e s t h a t It S h a l l 
H a v e a P r o p e r K n o m . 
Judge Cheney yesterday decided the 
case of Judge King against the City 
Council, which is of considerable inter­ 
est to the city. 
In his opinion Judge 
Cheney says: This is an application on 
affidavit for a writ of mandate to com­ 
mand the defendant to provide a neces­ 
sary office and court-room for the plaintiff 
asan alleged Justice of the Peace. It 
appears from the affidavit and it is by 
stipulation on file agreed that such is the 
fact, that on or about the 9th dav of 
April, 1888, the plaintiff. King, was ap­ 
pointed by the Board of Supervisors of 
this county to fill a vacancy alleged to 
exist in the office of the Justice of the 
Peace. The question of importance be 
fore the Court for 
determination is 
whether 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervis­ 
ors 
had 
the 
legal 
power 
to 
so 
appoint the petitioner, for if the court 
should be of the opinion that the ap­ 
pointment was legal and authorized by 
the Code, it would certainly follow that 
the petitioner, is entitled to a writ as 
prayed for in this proceeding. Section 
103 of the Code of Civil Procedure pro­ 
vides that there shall be two Justices of 
the Peace in every city having 20,000 and 
not more than 100,000 inhabitants, to be 
elected in the manner provided for by 
the same section. It is stipulated that 
the Board of Supervisors, after taking 
evidence., declared that the population of 
the city of Los Angeles was more than 
20,000. There being no method of which 
the court is aware provided for by law to 
ascertain the number of inhabitants in a 
city at a given time, I am of the opinion 
ihat the action of the Board of Super­ 
visors in taking evidence as to the pop­ 
ulation of 
Los 
Angeles 
city 
and 
declaring that the same exceeded 20,000, 
was proper and legal. With them rested 
the power and duty of filling any vacancy 
which should occur in the office of Jus­ 
tice of the Peace, and in determining 
whether such a vacancy existed as called 
for the exercise of^that power in and the 
performance of that duty they certainly 
had a right to take the steps necessary to 
establish its existence or non-existence. 
Arriving at the conclusion that the 
Board of Supervisors had determined 
legally and properly that the population 
of the City of Los Angeles was such as 
not only to warrant but demand the 
official existence of two Justices of the 
Peace, and it being stipulated that 
but 
one 
such 
Justice 
had 
been 
theretofore 
elected, 
does 
it 
fol­ 
low that a 
vacancy 
existed 
such 
as could be filled by appointment by the 
Board of Supervisors? 
Section ill of 
the Code of Civil Procedure reads as fol­ 
lows: “ If a vacancy occurs in the office 
ot a Justice of the Peace, the Board of 
Supervisors of the county shall appoint 
an eligible person to hold the office for 
the remainder of the unexpired term.” 
Section 996 of the Political Code provides 
that “an office becomes vacant on the 
happening of either of the following 
events before the expiration of the term,” 
and proceeds to enumerate in subdivi­ 
sions the various events. It is true that 
in Rosborough vs. Board man the Su­ 
preme Court says that the enumeration 
in the Code must be held to be exclusive, 
but that question did not arise in that 
case, and this expression of opinion mus‘ 
be treated as obiter diet.on. Justice Thor­ 
ton rendered a dissenting opinion in the 
case, and I feel constrained to take the 
view therein expressed. 
The section of 
the Political Code in its enumeration of 
the events apon the happening of which 
an office becomes vacant, is dealing sole­ 
ly with offices whi h are, or have been, 
filled by officers performing the duties of 
such offices. As to Buch offices undoubt­ 
edly the enumeration must undoubtedly 
be held exclusive, but what Bhall be said 
of an office which is, as a matter of fact, 
vacant ? The power of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors is not limited to the appoint­ 
ment of an officer to fill vacancies which 
may occur in pursuance to the provisions 
of the Code referrred to, but it is their 
duty to fill by appointment any vacancy 
which happens to occur in the office of 
Justice 
of 
the 
Peace. 
Article 
V, 
Section 
8, 
of 
the 
Con­ 
stitution- of this State says: “ When 
any office shall from any cause become 
vacant and no mode is provided by the 
constitution and law for filling' such 
vacancy, the Governor shall have power 
to fill such vacancy.” I do not believe 
that the Legislature, merely by enacting 
a statute declaring that an office already 
filled by an “ incumbent,” shall under 
certain circumstances become vacant, 
can so restrict the meaning of the con­ 
stitution as to make it and the statute 
perpetrate the absurdity of saying that 
an office, which has not and never had 
an incumbent, is not vacant. An exist­ 
ing office either has or has not an incum­ 
bent officer either de facto or de jure. 
It is in my opinion a manifest ab­ 
surdity to say that an office which is 
vacant is not, because no one of the 
events enumerated in the code referred 
to has happened. 
I do not believe that the honorable 
Justices of the Supreme Court intended 
that such a construction should be given 
to the decision in the case of Rosborough 
vs. Boardman. The question was not 
presented in the cause and presumably 
was not argued. Section 103 Code of 
Civil Procedure makes it the duty of the 
civil authorities to provide for each jus­ 
tice a suitable office in which to hold his 
court. From the views expressed it fol­ 
lows that the writ prayed for should be 
granted. 


THE OUTFALL SEWER.

gence for again trespassing on your paper, 
and my explanation for so doing is the 
\ital importance to the city of Iajs Ange­ 
les of having a properly designed and 
constructed outfall sewer. 
In my letter in your paper of the 20th 
instant I quoted several authorities to 
prove that a velocity of seven feet per 
second, which “Taxpayer” considers not 
too great for the outfall sewer, is not 
allowed in good engineering practice, as 
such a velocity, especially with the soft, 
porous bricks of Iajs Angeles, is sure to 
work the ruin of the sewer. 
In his first design for the outfall sewer 
Mr. Lambie adopted a velocity of nearly 
seven feet per second, but since the pub­ 
lication of my first letter in your columns, 
in which 1 showed that such a velocity 
would destroy the sewer, he lias c hanged 
the design and reduced the velocity. 
In 
his last published report which 1 have 
seen he adopts a maximum velocity of 
5 3-I0ths feet per second. Let “Taxpayer” 
inquire of Mr. Lambie why he reduced 
the velocity, and he will learn that the 
latter does not now believe that “Tax­ 
payer’s” patent continuous kiln is likely 
to produce bricks capable of bearing, 
with safety, a velocity of seven feet per 
second. 
After due enquiry into the quality of 
the bricks available in Los Angeles for 
sewer construction, Mr. Eaton adopted a 
maximum velocity of four feet per sec­ 
ond for the outfall sewer. Mr. Rudolph 
Hering was employed by the Council to 
report on this plan, and after mature 
deliberation and enquiry on the subject 
at Los Angeles, he concurred with Mr. 
Eaton and decided that four feet per 
second was the maximum velocity to 
which the invert of the outfall sewer 
could, with safety, be subjected. 
The outfall sewer with a high velocity 
and built of the soft, porou-» bricks of Los 
Angeles cannot be regard*' t as a perma­ 
nent structure, and it ir to the interests 
of the city to have the opinion of engin­ 
eers of at least equal professional stand­ 
ing with Messrs. Warinj: and Hering be­ 
fore adopting a chang j in the plans 
which had their approvn!. 
A member of the Council is said to 
have flippantly remarked to the effect 
that the designing of an outfall sewer is a 
“simple matter.” It may be a simple 
matter to this highly intelligent gentle­ 
man, but to experienced engineers posted 
in the theory and practice of the profes­ 
sion, the proper design of an outfall 
sewer for Los 
Angeles is a matter 
of much study and serious consideration. 
No doubt it is an easy matter to design a 
sewer by rule of thumb, but such a plan 
is likely to prove the most expensive and 
give the worst results. This system has 
been tried in San Francisco with disas­ 
trous results. 
In an article on the sewers of San 
Francisco in the Engineering Nena of 
October 3, 1885, the want of engineering 
skill shown in the design of the sewers of 
that city is described, and at the conclu­ 
sion of the article it is stated: 
“The City is suffering from a complaint 
common to most cities that started their 
drainage on hap-hazard methods, with­ 
out system, and trusting to the generation 
to come to remedy their blunders.” 
It behooves every inhabitant of Los 
Angeles, who has the welfare of the city 
at heart, to do his utmost to avoid be­ 
ginning the sewerage of this city where 
San Francisco lias ended.

The Coroner’s Jury Unable to 
Decide the Question. 


THE 
VEEDICT 
AS 
BENDEKED 


W hich W eyerm ann Fired the Shot 
th at 
Killed 
Bernhard on 
Temple Street. 


The Coroner’s inquest on the body of 
B ernhard W eyermann, held yesterday, 
was one of unusual interest. 
The im ­ 
portance of the verdict to be recorded in 
its bearing on the charge of murdeT 
which has been entered against Arthur 
was shown by the presence of the Dis­ 
trict Attorney and A rthur’s couneel. The 
evidence offered was as carefully sifted 
as though it had been before a court and 
a regular jury. The entire day was con­ 
sumed by the affair, and a num ber of 
witnesses gave testimony. 
The first witness was Joseph Phillis, a 
compositor. 
He said: Early on the 
morning of the 21st of this m onth I was 
passing the corner of Fort and Temple 
streets. 
I noticed two men. One was 
sitting on the curbstone and the other 
leaning over him . 
I did not notice them 
carefully, and it was too dark to dis­ 
tinguish their appearance. 
W hen I was 
near Castellar street I beard a shot fired 
and came back. 
When I arrived several 
men were already on the Bpot. The de­ 
ceased exclaim ed: “ Who shot m e?” I 
do not think 
that 
the 
m an who 
was standing up was the brother of the 
deceased, but I am not certain. 
The 
man in question was of average size and 
wore a dark suit of clothes. 
He after­ 
wards stepped away from the one who 
was seated on the curb. The brother 
and father were on the spot about a 
minute after I heard the shot fired.

heard one man Bwear, but the tones of 
his voice were not those of a man who was 
very angry. 
Dr. D. G. McGowan testified as to the 
postmortem 
examination 
which was 
made Wednesday afternoon. The course 
of the bullet was accurately described 
and the death attributed to peritonitis 
caused by the wound. 
Charles A. Miller, a restaurant cook, 
testified to the quarrels which had taken 
place between the brothers, A rthur and 
Bernhard, and the restaurant which 
they undertook to run. On one occasion 
he saw them come to blows. 
He also 
testified to the cartridges which were 
found on the shelves of the restaurant. 
Daniel Siebert. the butcher, swore to 
having loaned Arthur W eyermann a re­ 
volver three or four months ago—a 32- 
calibre—which was never returned. 
Officer Bowler was sworn and testified 
as follows: W hen I came to the spot 
where the shooting occurred Bernhard 
was holding his hands on his stomach 
and saying: 
“ ()! 
my stomach! 
My 
stom ach!” 
I asked him who had shot 
him , but he only said that he was very 
faint and wanted to lie down. Then A r­ 
thur came up and said: “ This is my 
brother.” I helped put the wounded 
m an into a hack, after having unbut­ 
toned his clothes and found that he was 
seriously wounded. 
If he had had any 
revolver on his person I should certainly 
have felt it. Two days later I arrested 
A rthur in a saloon on First street and 
w ent to his house to search for the re­ 
volver. We searched only his room and 
we did not find it. 
Fred Mysing, a near neighbor of the 
W eyermanns, was present when Bern­ 
hard was brought in wounded and heard 
him say, “ Let me d ie ; I have nothing to 
live for.” 
When under the influence of 
liquor the deceased was reckless and 
violent. The witness had known him 
intimately for four years aud could testify 
to this. 
Theodore C. Metzler, of the detective 
force, testified to having taken the de­ 
ceased’s first statement and submitted 
the document to the jury. 
“ After the 
statem ent was made we took Arthur 
aside and asked about the pistol, which 
he had had in his possession and ho said 
he had loaned it to a friend. 
He said he 
did not know who shot his brother; that 
B ernhard had had trouble with a Swede 
by the name of Alfred Smith over a cer­ 
tain girl. 
He adm itted that he had had 
quarrels with his brother and when I 
asked him directly if he had shot his 
brother he was very much agitated. 
At 
last, without 
any 
urging 
on 
my 
part, 
he 
told 
how 
Bernhard had 
pulled the revolver from his (brother’s) 
pocket and shot himself.” 
Thomas McCarthy, of the detective 
force, testified to the second statem ent 
made by the deceased, in which he said 
th at the revolver went off by accident 
when he and Arthur were struggling for 
the possession of i t ; and that they were 
both too drunk to know what they were 
about. 
A. W. Marsh, of the detective force, 
testified as to the confession made by 
Bernhard in the cell at the station. The 
prisoner was much agitated, and said: 
“ My God, why did I d o it.” He told the 
story of the shooting as he had told it be­ 
fore to Metzler. 
He said that the reason 
w hy he had not told the truth in the first 
instance was that he did not want to dis- 
gracs the family. 
William S. Waters, Notary Public, tes­ 
tified as to the final statem ent which was 
taken from the deceased just before his 
death. On the evening of the 28th he 
w ent to the house on Temple street where 
the wounded m an lay and took the depo­ 
sition. The man was in great pain and 
almost dejirious. The statem ent which 
was submitted to the jury declares that 
the defendant shot himself, his brother 
being seated on the curbstone at the time. 
Dr. James J. Choate testified to the 
condition in which the deceased wras 
when he was first called to see him and 
th at his death must have been the result 
of the wound. 
The jury was out over two hours. The 
discussion turned on the point of w hether 
the indictment of A rthur for m urder 
should be recommended. A compromise 
was finally effected. The verdict ren­ 
dered was as follows: 
“ Bernhard D. W eyermann, a native of 
Kentucky, aged 21 years, came to his 
death on the 29th da^ of August, 1888, 
by a gunshot wound inflicted by a pistol 
in a struggle with his brother, Arthur 
W eyermann, for the possession of the 
pistol, but whether said wound was in­ 
flicted while the pistol was in the hands 
of the deceased or his brother we are un­ 
able from the evidence before us to de­ 
term ine. 
J u l iu s A . L y o n s, 
Forem an.” 


S u i t F u r S e r v i c e s . 
A. C. Gilbert commenced suit in the 
Superior Court yesterday^against A. H, 
Judson to recover $1,000 for work alleged 
to have been performed. The plaintiff 
alleges th at on the 2d of February he 
was appointed sole a$ent of the defend­ 
an t for the sale of his property at High­ 
land Park and was to receive a commis­ 
sion of 10 per cent. 
H e was also to re­ 
ceive a commission of 5 per cent, for ser­ 


vices in superintending the erection of 
houses. 
He alleges that he had per­ 
formed $1,000 worth of work when his 
laborers were abruptly stopped. 


EVERY-DAY TALKS ON TARIFF. 


A “ P r o t e c t e d ” 
W o r k i n g m a n 
E x . 
p lo d e s H i g h T a r i f f F a l l a c i e s . 
When the United States Senate Com­ 
mittee on Education and Labor held a 
session in the Postoflice building in this 
city in 1883 one of the witnesses was 
Robert Howard, of Fall River, Mass. 
Here are a few questions and answers 
that introduced his testim ony: 
W hat is your occupation? 
A. 
Mule-spinner in the cotton mills. 
I am 
the secretary of our organization. 
Q. 
Have you knowledge of the con­ 
dition of the working people generally, 
or of those in >our own craft in New 
England and alBo in Old England? A. 
Yes, sir; I have a thorough knowledge of 
it. I worked in England for upward of 
seventeen years as a mule-spinner, and 
my opinion of th e condition of the 
workmen 
in 
that 
branch 
of 
in­ 
dustry 
relatively 
in 
the 
United 
States and England is that the Eng­ 
lish spinner is in a far better condition. 
They are better off in England because 
the manufacturers there don’t appear to 
be so desirous of working the m en so 
much like horses and slaves as they do 
in our 
State—they 
don’t work 
at 
the same extraordinary rate of speed 
as we do in Fall River. 
As the 
secretary of the Mule-Spinners’ Associa­ 
tion 1 know w hat the practice is in the 
mills here. 
We turn out cloth at the 
rate of a mile a minute in Fall River,and 
three-fifths of the entire production of 
print cloths in the United States is in 
that city. 
Q. In Oldham, England, do they turn 
out as much cloth in proportion to the 
number of mules as they do in Fall 
river? A. I think they can get the same 
production there that we get in Fall 
River. Bnt the spinners) have more as­ 
sistance there. There is not as much 
labor put upon one man there as there is 
in our city and our machinery goes at a 
higher rate of speed. 
Q. Then, mule for mule, Fall river 
produces more cloth? A. Yes. 
Mr. Howard called the committee’s 
attention to the report of Mr. Albert D. 
Shaw (the then Republican consul at 
Liverpool) made to Mr. Blaine, while 
that gentleman was Secretary of State, 
as to the relative condition of the cotton 
operatives in England and M assachu­ 
setts. 
Mr. Shaw, after going over the 
whole fiela, said he didn’t know why we 
couldn’t compete on free term s with the 
English 
manufacturers. 
Mr. 
Shaw 
;ives comparisons of wages here and in 
'•’ingland, 
and 
Mr. Howard’s 
com­ 
m ent is : 
“ There is hardly any difference. 
But 
we are not paid as much in proportion to 
our production as they are paid in Eng­ 
land, for the reason that if we get as 
much wages here we have to give more 
work for it. 
You will see a good, sm art 
girl running eight print cloth looms in 
our mills here. There is not a weaver in 
England that is allowed to run over four, 
even with an assistant.” 
Mr. Howard showed pretty plainly 
that the high protection given to the 
wealthy manufacturéis of Fall River by 
the tariff had very little to do with the 
wages of the men. The bosses simply 
fot the labor as cheap as they could, and 
t was only organization among the men 
that kept wages at any decent level. He 
stated very clearly also that restrictions 
of trade by the tariff always tended to the 
injury of * “ protected” workingmen, for 
he said : 
There is one notable fact in the busi­ 
ness. 
W henever trade is dull you will 
find wages low. 
W ith the unrestricted market that a 
lifting of the tariff would give would 
cause greater dem and for goods, and of 
course the opposite of dull trade. The 
only reason we are asked to vote for high 
protection taxes is, not that they benefit 
lie manufacturer, but that they benefit 
the workingmen. 
“ The manufacturer 
will be able by the tariff to get a higher 
price for his product,” says the protec­ 
tionist, “ and the more profit the boss 
makes the higher will wages be.” H ere’s 
what Mr. Howard swore to on this point 
iu answer to Republican Senator B lair: 
Q. 
Have you ever known an instance 
where the employer’s profitjhaving been 
increased by some cause that sent up the 
market price of the goods, the employer 
came forward voluntarily and said to his 
operatives: “ I will give you more wages ; 
I can afford to do it? ” A. 
Not one. 
I 
never heard of such an occurrence. In 
1880, when there was an extraordinary 
rise in prices, there was au advance given 
by our manufacturers in Fall River on 
the very same day th a t some resolutions 
of ours appeared in the papers resolving 
to strike their mills. The constant ten­ 
dency is to bring our wages down and, un­ 
less by organized effort, we cannot stop it. 
W hen the Senators got Mr. Howard 
talking on the Tariff question they cot 
lots of information they didn’t bargain 
for. 
He said be believed that if the 
manufacture of these goods was per­ 
m itted to be carried on without tariff re­ 
strictions our goods could soon compete 
on more than even term s in the world’s 
m arkets with 
English goods. 
“ Our 
cloth,” he said, “ is generally adm itted 
to be superior to the English article 
now.” 
Q.—But is not the tariff adjusted so as 
to afford protection for the benefit of the 
American laborer by enabling the m anu­ 
facturer to pay him the highest wages for 
his work? 
Is not that the general 
ground on which it is claimed there 
should be protection? A.—That is the 
ground upon which it is claimed, but 
that is not the prevalent opinion among 
the working people. 
Q. How much benefit do they actually 
get from the increased prices which the 
protective tariff gives to the product? A. 
Benefit? Looking at the wages here 
compared with the wages in England I 
cannot see any benefit. 
12. That is, you think the manufacturer 
takes the whole of the benefit; is that it? 
A. Yes, that's it exactly. 
There are lots of other things of inter­ 
est to workingmen in the 25-page report 
of Mr. H oward’s testimony showing how 
“ protection” protects anybody but the 
man it is supposed to protect. But there 
is enough in the extracts given above to 
set lots of people thinking.—[New York 
News. 
_

A T h ro n g in g Tide. 
Every now and then there is a great 
blowing of trompeta and clashing of 
cym bals over the going over to the Re­ 
publican party of some pampered m anu­ 
facturer who has been putting in his 
tim e luxuriating in swollen dividends 
And grinding the faces of his employes. 
I n alm ost every instance these converts 
to H arrison and Morton are interested 
parties, who 
are 
not 
content with 
the legitim ate 
profits 
of 
business, 
and who are 
the 
provokers of the 
strikes and the authors of the lockouts 
w hich are so disastrous to the working­ 
m an. The desertion of their party by 
these m en is a thing very readily under­ 
stood. 
Their pocket nerve is above 
th eir political conscience, and 
they 
put private gain , above the public 
good. 
At 
the 
same 
time 
it 
is 
a 
very 
significant 
circumstance 
th a t in no case bas a Democrat who oc­ 
cupies a position in either house of Con­ 
gress surrendered his affiliation with his 
party. Not even one of the four Demo­ 
crats who voted against the Mills bill 
has found it obligatory upon him to step 
out of the Democratic ranks. 
His differ­ 
ences w ith his Democratic brethren were 
founded upon expediency and local exi­ 
gencies, and not upon principle. 
H ow different is it with the Republi­ 
can party! The Hon. Ashbell P. Fitch, 
a Republican m em ber of the House of 
R epresentatives from the State of New 
York, has found it impossible longer to 
continue his adherence to the Republi­ 
can party. 
Mr. Fitch’s defection is 
founded on principle, and he has given, 
in a letter to the Republican State Cen­ 
tral Committee of the Em pire State, the 
following clear and luminous exposition 
of the reasons which have influenced 
him in-his striking new departure. 
He 
ssys: 
“ The Republican party leaders have 
determ ined 
to make a campaign in 
which the expression of view's shall be 
described as ‘free trade attacks upon 
American industry,’ and those who hold 
them shall be credited with a burning 
desire to aid the British workingmen 
whom they have never seen as against 
th eir own friends and countrymen. 
Mr. 
Blaine’s keynote for the campaign, ap­ 
plied to our district, is that we are from 
now till November to accuse the Demo­ 
cratic and Revenue Reform business 
m en in Harlem, who in private life are 
in partnership with us in all commercial, 
charitable, social and religious affairs, of 
being engaged in a conspiracy, inspired 
by England, to ruin their own country 
an d degrade their fellow citizens. 
“ I have no desire to take part in such 
a campaign. I fancy that England has 
in this district about as many adherents 
as C hina has, and that the voters who 
will vote this fall in Harlem and York- 
Tille for a revision of the tariff are as 
sincere friends of American industry as 
any of us are. 
And I very much prefer, 
if necessary, to be in a minority for the 
m et of my life rather than to make a 
successful campaign on what seems to 


me to he a ridiculous and unfounded 
misrepresentation 
of the efforts and 
motives of my neighbors.” 
Probably there has not been at any 
stage of the campaign a more scathiDg 
arraignment of the foolish and untenable 
Blaine plan of campaign than is em ­ 
bodied in Mr. Fitch’s clear cut utter­ 
ances. They present a happy and con­ 
clusive refutation of the argum ents ox 
Hon. Tom Fitch - h e of the Silver Tongue 
—io H azard’s Pavilion last night. 
Mr. Fitch is only a type of the m ulti­ 
tudes of Republicans who have been re­ 
volted by the platform and programme 
of the Republican party in this current 
year of grace. 
Among those who have come over to 
Cleveland and tariff reform within the 
last few weeks, are the following. Henry 
S. Hotchkiss, of Brooklyn, late Republi­ 
can member of the New York Legisla­ 
ture ; Crawford D. H ening, winner of the 
first literary prize of the 
Protective 
League in 1887, whose further studies 
made him a tariff reform er; Owen Love- 
joy, grandson of the abolitionist m artyr; 
A. R. Anderson, Representative from 
Iowa, who, although elected as_an Indc- 
pendent, has heretofore always declared 
his entire sympathy with the general 
purposes of the Republican party ; Calvin 
Edgerton, Seth Low, late Republican 
Mayor of Brooklyn, New Y ork; Rev. Dr. 
Theodore L. C uyler; ex-Govemor 1). T. 
Farnsworth, of West V irginia; Arthur T. 
Lym an,aprom inent Republican manufac­ 
turer of Boston; Major A. D. Pierce, late 
Chairman of the Republican Congress­ 
ional Committee of the Twentieth Illinois 
district; Judge Frank T. Reid, Republi­ 
can candidate for Governor of Tennessee 
in 1884; F. S. Christenson, formerly 
Assistant Secretary' of State of Minnesota- 
Mr. J. E. Stanley, a life-long Republi, 
can of Lewiston, Me., is out for Cleveland 
and the Mills bill. 
Mr. Stanley is an ex­ 
tensive manufacturer of dry plates used 
in photography, and is a tariff reformer 
of a pronounced ty'pe. 
Mr. A. L. Goss, another Maine Repub­ 
lican, believes in the Mills bill, and if, 
only sorry that it does not go far enough. 
Mr. Goss is also a resident of Lewiston. 
In the course of a conversation the other 
day, Mr. Goss said: 
“ I am a life-long 
Republican. 
I am a Republican now 
but I am tired of this everlasting twaddle 
about protection. I was at Washington 
when the war tariff was first adopted, 
Senators Sumner, Henry Wilson, H arris, 
of Maryland, and every leading Republi­ 
can adopted it only as a matter of necessity 
to be abolished at once after the neces­ 
sity had passed away. And now, twenty- 
five years after, thoso identical taxes are 
in existence, only increased. Talk about 
pauper labor! We have pauper labor in 
these mills here. If operatives receive 
larger pay than in Canadian mills, they 
have been trained to do more work. 
Here they have the advantage of location, 
unsurpassed mechanical facilities, labor 
that is as cheap as any, and then to talk 
of their needing to he ‘protected’ is non­ 
sense.” 
JameB Dempsey, manager of 
the 
I^ewiston Bleachery and Dye Works, is 
also in favor of the Mills bill. 
One of the best known and most in­ 
fluential Republicans of Loa Angeles— 
formerly a Republican editor—day be­ 
fore yesterday assured one of the editors 
of the H e r a l d that he was a convert on 
the tariff issue as presented in this cam­ 
paign, and he is simply a type of multi­ 
tudes who think and will act as he does 
and will. 


to the interests of the workingman, for 
in the same debate he used the following 
language: 
“ On Sheffield hardw are, such as cut- 
“ lery, edged tools, files and saws, some 
“ protection is needed a little longer, but 
“ for this 20 per cent. is am ple, and upon 
“ all other kinds 10 per cent., I feel quite 
‘sure, is sufficient.” The “ little w hile” 
has stretched out to thirty-one years; 
the duty to-day on cutlery is 50 per cent.: 
on files, from 52 to 65 per cent.; and on 
hardware, 30 per cent. 
Mr. Garfield, Mr. A rthur, Mr. McCul­ 
loch, Mr. Sherman and Mr. Allison have 
all at various tim es expressed themselves 
in sim ilar fashion, and we shall at a 
future day make some very instructive 
quotations from the speeches of these 
gentlemen. 
Even Mr. Blaine and Mr. 
H ale have advocated free coal, free salt 
and free lumber. 
W hat wonder in view of the utterances 
on the part of such Republican leaders as 
Henry Wilson, Jam es G. Blaine and 
Jam es A. Garfield, hordes of Republi­ 
cans are disgusted with their party and 
are converts to that tariff reform a de­ 
sire for which was so loudly proclaimed 
by the Republican party in 1883 and in 
their National platform in 1884? W hat 
wonder that they should revolt in hun­ 
dreds of thousands against the Republi­ 
can National platform of 1888, which pro­ 
claim ed in favor of free whisky rather 
than see the war tariff reduced one 
tittle?

The H e r a l d some time ago quoted 
from a speech delivered by James G. 
Blaine in the House of Representatives 
in 1 8 6 8 , advocating free lumber. Blaine 
□ow pipes in a different key. As a 
devotion to the existing tariff, just as it 
stands, is supposed to be a Bure sign of 
friendship to American labor, it of course 
follows th at a lack of such devotion 
means hostility to the toiling many, 
This affords a very simple and easy ap­ 
plied test, and we now propose to apply 
it to a few men whom the Republican 
party has always reverenced as leaders. 
In 1857, H enry Wilson of 
Massa­ 
chusetts, afterward» Republican Vice­ 
President, said : 
“ The manufacturers make no war 
“ upon the wool growers. 
They assume 
“ that the reduction of the duty on wool, 
“ or repeal of the duty altogether, will in- 
“ fuse vigor into that drooping interest, 
“stim ulate home production, and dimin­ 
i s h the im portation of foreign woolen 
“ manufactures, and afford a steady and 
“ increasing demand for American wool. 
“ Since the reduction of duties on raw 
“ materials in England, since wool was 
“ adm itted free, her woolen manufactures 
“ have 
so 
increased, so 
prospered, 
“ that the production of native wool 
“ has increased more than 100 per cent. 
“ The experience of England, France and 
“ Belgium demonstrates the wisdom of 
“ that policy which makes the raw m a­ 
te r ia l duty free. Let us profit by their 
“ exam ple.” And again: “ If our manu- 
“ factures are to increase, to keep pace 
“ with the population and with the grow­ 
i n g wants of our people; if we are to 
“ have the control of the markets of our 
“ own country; if we are to meet with and 
“ compete with the manufacturers of Eng- 
• ‘land aod other nations ofWestern Europe 
“ in the markets of the world, we mu9t 
“ have our raw m aterials.duty free or at 
“a mere nominal rate.” 
“ They,” the m erchants of M assa­ 
c h u se tts, “ are for the reduction of the 
“ revenue 
to 
the 
actual wants 
of 
“ an 
economical 
adm inistration 
of 
“ the Government; for the depletion 
“ of the Treasury, now full with mil- 
“ lions of hoarded gold; for a free list 
“ embracing articles of prime necessity 
“ we do not produce; for mere nominal 
“ duties on articles which make up a 
“ large portion of our domestic industry, 
“ and for such an adjustment of the 
“ duties on the productions of other na- 
“ tions that come in direct competition 
“ with the product of American capital, 
“ labor and skill, as shall impose the 
“ least burdens upon that capital, labor 
“ and skill.” Clearly he was a foe to 
American labor. It is painful to record 
Mr, Morrill of Vermont as being opposed

Having quoted Hon. J 
Marion Brooks as authority for one of its 
lies, and being repudiated by Brooks, it 
stiii returns like a dog to his vomit. Well, 
there is nothing out of the way in this. 
To have done otherwise w'ould have been 
equivalent to forfeiting th at paper’s un­ 
questioned pre-eminence as the cham ­ 
pion liar of Southern California.

W a s h in g t o n , August 30.—Iu the Sen­ 
ate to-day Blair offered a resolution, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Contingent Expenses, 
instructing the 
Committee on Interstate commerce to ex­ 
amine fully the system of mechanical 
telegraph now on exhibition at the Capi­ 
tol, and to secure the aid of competent 
and disinterested experts. He explained 
that the object of his resolution is to 
have this system of telegraphy examined 
and if found to be as represented, to se­ 
cure it for the benefit of the people. 
He 
had been told by Craig, the owner of the 
patents, th at 2,000 words could he sent 
on the wires at the cost of a single letter 
postage. 
The Senate then resumed considera­ 
tion of the President’s retaliation m es­ 
sage, and George proceeded with his 
speech which he begun yesterday. 
He 
denied the correctne ss of the assertion 
by Edm unds last week th at the Presi­ 
dent had the right to suspend the ojiera- 
tion of the section of the revised statutes, 
which allows the transit of goods between 
the United States and Canada w ithout 
the paym ent of duty. 
To do so would he 
to exercise autocratic power. 
Cullom addressed the Senate on the 
same subject. 
In his rem arks he spoke 
of the United States as being destined to 
dominate the American continent, and 
expressed the opinion that in the not far 
distant future the Canadian Provinces 
would 
become 
part of the 
United 
States. 
The rejection of 
the 
Fish­ 
eries 
Treaty 
had 
met 
the 
ap­ 
proval of 
a very large majority of 
the people of the country. The retalia­ 
tion message m ight be taken as an evi­ 
dence that even the President had be­ 
come satisfied that the treaty was a mis­ 
take. To return what he had lost by 
that m istake, the President had launched 
out into the broader sea, and would find 
himself in deeper water than ever, and 
with greater dangers threatening him . 
Collum then addressed himself to the 
details of the subject, going extensively 
into the question as to w hether the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury had not the power 
to prohibit shipm ents from Canada to 
United States ports for exportation. 
He 
argued th at the Secretary of the Treasury 
had the power, practically, to prohibit 
such transit by establishing such rules 
and regulations as would make it incon­ 
venient. 
As to discrimination against 
American vessels on Cauadian canals, 
that difficulty, if it existed, m ight have 
been removed by a rem onstiance ad­ 
dressed to the British Government. 
It 
wrould be time enough when such a re­ 
m onstrance 
proved 
unavailing 
for 
the President to apply to Congress 
for additional legislation. 
W hen he 
(Cullom) applied the message to the ex­ 
isting situation and saw how little excuse 
there was for it, the fact became more 
and more apparent that it had been in­ 
spired by political necessity. 
It might 
be regarded as Cleveland’s long delayed 
letter of acceptance of the Democratic 
nomination for the Presidency, because 
it betrayed clearly his anxiety for an­ 
other term in office and his fear that he 
would not be elected. 
His complete 
change of front on the Fishery question 
shows that Cleveland and the Irish party 
wore in desperate straits politically, that 
they saw defeat staring them in the face, 
and th at they were seeking to divert 
attention from the one issue on which 
they had deliberately staked all their 
chances of success at the approaching 
election. 
Speaking of the transfer of millions 
from the Treasury to some favored na­ 
tional banks, Cullom said th at it would 
not he surprising if a liberal slice of swag 
found its way into the coffers of the Na­ 
tional Democratic Committee. 
At the 
close of Cullom’s speech the subject went 
over without action. 
The Senate then proceeded to the 
Fortification hill, with the am endments 
recommended by the Committee on Ap­ 
propriations.

W a s h in g t o n , August 30.—By direction 
of the Secretary of W ar, Captain Wm.

COST OF FOREIGN MAILS. 
The annual report of N. M. Bell, Su­ 
per iutendent of Foreign Mails, shows that 
the total cost of the service for the last 
fiscal year was $400,076, of which am ount 
$26,649 was for the transportation of 
mails of foreign origin. The total num ber 
of pieces sent to foreign countries was 
80,226,954. 
The total number received 
was 76,630,068. During the year $353.202 
was paid to the Trans-Atlantic Steam ­ 
ship Company for the transportation of 
mails, an increase over last year of $38,­ 
862. The Pacific steam ship companies re­ 
ceived $37,302, or $1,163 less than last 
year. The Central and South American 
service cost $58,553, or $7,137 more than 
last year. The total number of sailings 
during the year from the three principal 
ports was 861, as follows: New York 540, 
New Orleans 278, San Francisco 43; a 
total increase of 30. 
The estimated cost 
of the service for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1890, aggregates $760,000. 
THAT NEW TARIFF DILL. 
The Republican Senators held a con­ 
ference at Senator Edm und’s residence 
this evening from half-past seven to near­ 
ly midnight. I t was well attended and 
Tariff was the only subject considered. 
Senator Allison said to a #group of re­ 
porters at m idnight that the details of 
the bill had been discussed, and a har­ 
monious conclusion had been reached in 
regard to every issue.

T H E NEW B IL E . 


W a s h in g to n , August 30.—The Com­ 
m ittee on Foreign Affairs to-day received 
the report of the Sub-Committee on the 
Retaliation bill. 
The Chairman said 
that in these questions the Committee 
had always acted without regard to 
partisanship, and he hoped it would con­ 
tinue to do. 
H e referred to the fact that 
the bill introduced by himself two years 
ago, containing a restrictive railroad pro­ 
vision, had been adopted by the House 
alm ost unanimously, though the railroad 
section was subsequently stricken out in 
the Senate. 
The Committee unanimously adopted 
the am ended bill reported by the Sub­ 
Committee. 
It is understood the bill 
will be called up for action Saturday. 
TEXT OF THE BILL. 
Following is the text of the substitute 
fisheries or retaliation b ill: 
Be it enacted, etc.: 
T hat whenever the President shall 
deem it his duty to exercise any of the 
powers given him by the act entitled 
“ An act authorizing the President of the 
United States to protect and defend the 
rights 
of American 
fishing vessels, 
American fishermen, American trading 
aud other vessels in certain cases, and 
for other purposes,” approved March 3 , 
1 8 8 7 , it shall be lawful for the President, 
in his discretion, by proclamation to that 
effect, to suspend, in whole or in part, 
transportation across the territory of the 
United States, in bond and without the 
paym ent of duty, of goods, wares and 
merchandise, im ported or exported from 
any foreign country from or to the Brit­ 
ish Dominions in North America. 
8 e c tio n 2. 
W henever the President 
shall he satisfied that there is any dis­ 
crimination whatever in the use of the 
Welland Canal, St. Lawrence River, 
in Canada, the Chambly Canal, or either 
of them , whether by tolls, drawbacks, 
refund of tolls or otherwise, which is or 
may be detrimental to the interests of 
the United States or any of its citizens, 
it shall be lawful for the President in his 
discretion to issue a proclamation to that 
effect; whereupon there shall be col­ 
lected a toll of 20 cents per ton upon 
every foreign vessel and her cargo pass­ 
ing through either SaultSte. Marie Oanal 
or St. Clair Flats C anal; and the^Secret- 
ary of the Treasury may authorize, and 
direct any of the custom officers to collect 
the tolls levied under this act, or the 
President may in his discretion, when 
satisfied there is any each discrimination, 
prohibit the use of said canals to any 
Buch foreign vessel. 
The President, 
when satisfied th at such discrimination 
has ceased, may issue his proclamation 
to that effect in his discretion, whereupon 
the toll authorised by this act shall no 
longer be collected, and said prohibition, 
if ordered, shall cease. 
Section 3 provides that the Secretary 
of the Treasury be authorized to make 
any regulations needful to carry this act 
into effect. 
THE ONLY POINT OF DISAGREEMENT. 
At only one point was there anything 
like a difference between the Demo­ 
cratic and Kepbulican m em bers; this was 
upon a proposition coming from the Re­ 
publican side, to the effect that courtesy 
to G reat Britain required th at it should 
be notified th at Article 29-of the treaty of 
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Washington had been practically nulli­ 
fied, and abrogated upon the refusal or 
denial of the rights of American citizens 
in Canadian ports.

PUBLIC DOMAIN. 
The Northern Pacific to be Shorn 
of Its Cucarned (¿rant*. 
W ash in g to n, August 30. — Senator 
Dolph, from the Committee on Public 
Lands, to-day reported favorably the bill 
to declare the forfeiture of all lands, ex­ 
cept the right of way and station grounds, 
granted to the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company, which appertain to and are 
coterminous with that part of the road 
which shall not have been constructed at 
the date of its passage. The lands for­ 
feited are restored to the public domain 
and made subject to the disposition and 
settlement under the general public land 
1 aws. 
t 
Persons who are in possession under 
title from the Northern Pacific railway, 
executed in good faith, prior to January 
1, 1888, of any of the lands declared for­ 
feited, are given the right to purchase 
them from the United States, in quanti­ 
ties not exceeding 360 acres to any one 
person, at the rate of $2.50 per acre, at 
any time within two years from the pas­ 
sage of the bill. Six months is given in 
which to remove crops or improvements 
on the lands declared forfeited. 
The bill confirms to the city of Portland 
the rights of way attempted to be con­ 
veyed to the city by the railway com­ 
pany for the purpose of enabling Port­ 
land to secure a good water supply. 
It is further declared that nothing 
contained in the bill shall be construed 
to waive the right of the United States to 
have any other lands granted the rail­ 
way company, forfeited for any failure 
past or future to comply with the condi­ 
tions of the grant. 
GENERAL LAND OFFICE REPORT. 
The forthcoming annual report of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office 
will show' that during the year ending 
June 30, 1888, there were made 51)0,905 
cash land entries of all classes, aggregat­ 
ing 5,907,254 acres, for which the Govern­ 
ment received $11,203,671. 
Of these 
cash entries, 8,318 were sales of lands 
subject to private entry; 314 were sales 
of mineral lands; 14,209 were committed 
homestead entries; 2,385 were original 
and final entries under the Desert Land 
act, and 152 were sales of coal lands. 
The sales of timber and stone lands 
aggregate 2,420 entries, nearly all of 
which were made in California. 
The report will show that the whole 
number of entries of all classes, includ­ 
ing Indian lands, made during the year 
was 255,112, embracing 24,485,833 acres. 
The total receipts from the foregoing 
were $13,522,185. Of the whole number 
of entries 46,236 were original home­ 
steads, embracing 3,175,400 acres, and 
24,472 were timber culture entries, hav­ 
ing in all an area of 3,733,305 acres. 
During the year the land grant rail­ 
roads made 40,786 selections, embracing 
6,525,300 acres. 
Under the school, swamp land and 
other grants, by the Government of the 
several States and Territories 8,029 selec­ 
tions were made, covering an area of 1,­ 
265,452 acres. In addition to this 24,­ 
465,333 acres were entered under the 
various public land laws. 
During the year the area of committed 
homesteads, final desert entries, final 
homestead and final timber culture en­ 
tries aggregated 5,847,543 acres. 
A KICK AGAINST BENEDICT. 
The m inority Report on the Public 
Printing Investigation. 
W a s h in g t o n, August 30.—Representa­ 
tive Gallinger has completed his minority 
report upon the result of the investiga­ 
tion of the Printing Committee of the ad­ 
ministration of the Government Printing 
Office. The report is bitterly critical of 
the Public Printer Benedict and the ma­ 
jority of the Committee. The report de­ 
fends Mr. Rounds’ administration as hon­ 
orable and conscientious and able, and 
declares that enough violations of law 
and evidences cf incompetency have been 
shown by the testimony to warrant the 
immediate removal from office of Mr. 
Benedict. 
A large part of the report treats of pri­ 
vate works done at the Government 
Printing Office. Among other things it 
is said that the testimony shows beyond 
doubt that a series of speeches made by 
President Cleveland in various cities on 
his famous trip in autumn of 1887, had 
been printed in advance in the Govern­ 
ment Printing Office, in clear violation of 
the law. 
The Minority declare that for the first­ 
time in the history of the Government 
Printing Office, that vast workshop lias 
been turned into a political machine. 
Men are being discharged solely because 
they are Democrats. 
Eastern Roads issue a Circular. 
C h ic a g o, August 30.-—The joint com­ 
mittee of the Trunk Line and Central 
Traffic Associations have issued a circular 
declaring that the Eastern roads cannot 
lawfully join in the through tariff for the 
Pacific Coast business, issued by the 
Transcontinental Association.

fore names the proportions to be applied 
on the Transcontinental traffic as follows: 
From New York to Chicago, Dwight, 
Streator, Joliet, Kankakee and Seneca, 
on a basis of seventy cents, first-class; to 
Ashland, Beardstown, East St. Louis 
and to East Hannibal, via the Wabash, 
only on the basis of eighty-two cents, 
first-class.

N e u r a s k a C ity , Neb., August30.— The 
new Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
steel railroad bridge, built at a cost of a 
million and a halt dollars, was formally 
opened to-day by imposing and interest­ 
ing ceremonies.

King Oscar at Herlln

Canadian Orators Plucking 
the Eagle’s Plumes. 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT 
AROUSED. 


Yellow

T oronto, Ont., August 
30.— Five 
thousand persons assembled at Il.zer- 
ville, Ont., yesterday to listen to political 
addresses by Sir Hector Langevin, Min­ 
ister of Public Works, and Sir John 
Thompson, Minister of Justice. 
The 
speeches of both Ministers were fraught 
with significance, being the first public 
utterances of the Ministers of the Gov­ 
ernment since President Cleveland's re­ 
taliatory threats. Sir Hector Langevin 
sketched the history of the Fisheries 
dispute, showing that the United States 
fell back on the treaty of 1818 of their 
own accord, and that Canada was main­ 
taining her just rights. After a great deal 
of labor to adjust.the differences amicably 
by treaty the United States Senate frus­ 
trated the efforts which had been made; 
then President Cleveland followed that 
np with a threat to punish Canada. 
What for? 
Because there is no 
treaty is not Canada’s fault!j The Presi­ 
dent wanted to stop Canadian goods from 
coming over American railways in bond, 
because American fishermen are not per­ 
mitted to bond their fish over Canadian 
railways; but that right with others was 
given up by the Americans long ago in 
consideration 
of 
the 
Labrador 
fishing 
advantages. 
These 
ad­ 
vantages she had and would not 
give up, while a right to bond was de­ 
manded without concession. 
Canada 
made many concessions. The United 
States could not expect to have all the 
conceding on Canada’s side. He respect­ 
ed the dignity of the United States, and 
he he was sure they all did, but Canada 
had honor and dignity as a Nation, and 
as a part of the British Empire, and no 
true Canadian was disposed to lower 
Canada’s position. 
Referring to unrestricted reciprocity, 
he said it was a sugar-coated commercial 
union. 
While discussing President 
Cleveland’s message, he said the Can­ 
adians should remain calm and collected. 
If their neighbors got excited, they 
should consider the time at which their 
neighbor’s excitement existed. 
They 
should not resent too much the hard 
names and hard words spoken against 
Canada. Canada was a great country, 
territorially as large or larger than the 
United States. They had different institu­ 
tions, some of which at least are better,in 
his opinion, than those of the United 
States. The Government of Canada had 
been responsible to her people, which 
was not the caBe in the United States. 
Was it not much better to have the 
Ministry directly responsible to the peo­ 
ple, so that when wrong-doing and mis­ 
management prevailed the people could 
turn the Ministers out? 
Sir John Thompson said: The Liberal 
leaders had been starring through the 
Province of Ontario, but all their efforts 
were in vain. An evil genius was pursu­ 
ing them. They had been preaching a 
new gospel, proclaiming that the only 
salvation for Canadians was to adopt un­ 
restricted reciprocity, but even while they 
were preaching about better trade rela­ 
tions. the President of the United States 
and the Senate took council together to 
find out the best way to harrass Canada 
most with the least injury to their own 
country. There was- little prospect of 
getting any advantage from the United 
States when its representative showed 
such hostility, but he was sincere­ 
ly glad at the good the President’s 
message had done in this country. 
It 
had evoked 
a national spirit 
which speaks 
through 
the 
press 
and the people of both political parties. 
The citizens of Canada were in no mood 
to submit to the dictation of any foreign 
power. The Liberal press in Toronto and 
Montreal was very plain in its state­ 
ments. He admitted that the President 
of the United States was a great states­ 
man, that he was at the head of a great 
nation, and that the words he uttered 
were of great responsibility. The policy 
of this country should be one of great 
prudence and a desire to conciliate rather 
than irritate, to be friendly rather than 
unfriendly with, any power in the world; 
but this was also a great country. All 
her citizens did not labor at developing 
her resources. Many Canadians looked 
to the trackless sea for their living, and 
when the rights of their fishermen were 
imposed upon it was their duty to up­ 
hold their rights and the honor of the 
country. 
All that was held up as a rea­ 
son for non-intercourse was Canada’s re­ 
fusal to permit American fishermen to 
send their catch of fiah in bond over 
Canadian railways to the United States. 
The United States chose themselves to 
go back to the treaty of 1818, and its pro­ 
visions are being enforced. There is 
nothing unfriendly in that. 
That their 
conduct in seizing American vessels bad 
not been harsh, was borne out by the 
support of the British government on in­ 
quiry into every case. 
The United 
States in 1818 gave up the right to fish 
within the three miles lim it; American 
fishermen were to have no commercial 
privileges on the Canadian shore. They 
could not salt their fish or buy supplies. 
They could only enter the harbors in case 
of storm or to make repairs, but the renun­ 
ciation of these privileges, bought by giv­ 
ing American fishermen the right to fish 
along the coast of Labrador and Magda­ 
lene Island, and now they wish to hold 
on to this privilege while they will not 
give up the old one. The means of re­ 
taliation proposed was the withdrawal of 
the privilege to bond good3 through the 
United States to Canada. This privi­ 
lege was secured to us by Ar­ 
ticle 
29 
of 
the 
Washington 
treaty, and it required two years’ 
notice by the terms of that treaty before 
any article could be suspended. No no­ 
tice of that kind had been given, and 
Cleveland, regardless of the sacred 
obligations of the treaty proposed to end 
this privilege without notice and at a 
single stroke. If, as Laerier, the leader 
of the opposition, said at St. Thomas the 
other day, our carrying trade is going to 
be much injured, does not that show how 
great a folly it would be to have com­ 
mercial arrangements with the United 
States? Did you ever see a man who, 
when his hcuee was on fire, wished his 
house larger and his loss greater ? If we 
make the proposed arrangement, the 
next time we get in the whirl of A meri- 
can politics every vital interest of 
ours will be sacrificed to win the 
votes of a few wards in the city 
of New York. The President’s message 
is the interruption that puts a fatal 
mark across the page of unrestricted re­ 
ciprocity, and leads the people of Ontario 


to believ that after all with all the cries 
of a rnnious national policy, the policy of 
the development of this country, of mak­ 
ing it a united country from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, the policy which enables 
Canada to say: “ We can live without 
American railways and steamship lines; 
we |can live in comparative comfort even 
if the United States will not deal with us 
or trade with us at all,” that all this is a 
much better policy for this country than 
to hand over its destinies to a people 
to sacrifice them to their own political 
interests. 
DEEP WATER. 
Shall Texan Have One or T w o 
Deep Water Harbors? 
D en v er, August 30.—The Committee 
on Resolutions of the Deep Water Con­ 
vention was in session nearly all last 
night and all this morning until 10:30, 
when Governor Thayer called the Con­ 
vention to order. After some routine 
work a motion was adopted that after the 
final adjournment of this Convention it 
may lie called together by a majority of 
the Vice-Presidents, giving thirty days’ 
notice, and that when the Convention 
next meets it shall bo at Topeka, KansaB. 
The Committee on Resolutions beini 
called for, Judge Hancock, of Texas, rea< 
the majority report, which demanded the 
establishment of one deep water harbor 
on the northwest coast of the Gulf of 
Mexico, and that all the Senators, Rep­ 
resentatives and delegates in Congress be 
requested to procure the necessary ap­ 
propriation to complete the work. 
Senator Houston, of Texas, presented 
the minority report, which, in substance, 
urges Congaess to appoint a board of en­ 
gineers to locate a harbor at the most 
suitable point, and the adoption of all 
necessary means to secure appropri­ 
ations to complete the work. The re­ 
port endorses the effort of private en­ 
terprise 
to secure 
a deep water 
harbor on the Texas coast, and 
pledges the influence of the Convention 
to induce the Government to reimburse 
persons engaged ih the enterprise. It 
further approves the idea of securing 
deep water at Arkansas Pass-by private 
capital, and asks Congress for protection 
in the prosecution of the work and to 
reimburse citizens engaged in it. 
Ex-Governor Gibbs, of Texas, Intro­ 
duced a resolution which was moved to 
be adopted as a substitute for both. 
After a short preamble, it urges upon 
Congress the necessity of two deep-wuter 
harbors, one on the east and one on the 
west coast of the Gulf, and asks Congress 
to locate both and .make the necessary 
appropriations for their speedy comple­ 
tion. All were earnestly supported by 
the gentlemen Introducing them. The 
merits of each grew so warm that it ran 
into personalities and for a few moments 
it seemed that the Convention would 
break up in a row. Governor Thayer 
finally secured order and the Convention 
adjourned until 8 o’clock. 
It reassembled at 8 o’clock and the 
discussion on the majority and minority 
reports lasted until midnight, when the 
Convention adopted the majority report 
and adjourned until 11 to-morrow.

It says the 
arrest of the Redmond brothers will in­ 
cite fresh vengeance. The paper com­ 
mends the action of the Cork band in re­ 
fusing to play the National anthem at 
the Irish exhibition in London, and says 
that only hypocrites and sycophants re­ 
pay neglect and cold aversion with a 
semblance of enthusiastic personal loy­ 
alty.

A A b ortase on W heat, E xcep t tu 
th e U n ited S tates. 
N ew Y ork, August 30.—The Times has 
a long cable which estimates that the 
Old World needs from 70,000,000 to 80: 
000,000 bushels of wheat more than the 
harvests of the year will produce. To 
pat it in another way, the countries 
which always have to buy wheat must 
this year buy 390,000,000 bushels, while 
the countries raising more than they 
consume will have about 259,000.000 to 
«ell. The storms of the past week have 
S 
eatly damaged 
wheat 
in 
Eng- 
nd, and the great wheat producing 
country of France, which was thought 
a week ago would import, 08,000,000 
bushels, will now have, it is estimated, 
to import from 80,000,000 to 95,000,000. 
Algiers cannot supply much on account 
of grasshoppers. The best estimates put 
the surplus of the United States and Can­ 
ada at 103,000,000 bushels; Russia 90, 
000,000; India 35 000,000. But all sorts 
of stories are coming from Russia of late, 
mostly unfavorable. In London bread 
has gone up one penny per loaf. The po­ 
tato crop ot England and Ireland is a par­ 
tial failure, and great distress is believed 
to be certain. The Times summarizing 
the reports from all parts of the United 
States, says there is enough wheat for 
home consumption, but not a great deal 
to spare.

The physi­ 
cians are nearly all worn out; medicine 
seems to do no good. The disease does 
seem to be infectious, except to residents 
here, for outsiders have not been affected. 
It is believed that disease germs are in 
the water. 
The town has no system of 
drainage.

HARRISON AN1) THE IRISH. 
C harge o f G ross S ian d cr M a d e by a 
R esp ectable C itizen . 
When the Republican papers and politi­ 
cians attempt to face Mr. William Condon 
down in his statement of Harrison’s fatal 
abuse of the Irish, they will find they are 
not brushing aside a lying allegation by 
some irresponsible little campaign pre­ 
varicator, but are facing the solemn as­ 
severation of an old citizen and influen­ 
tial business man of unblemished repu­ 
tation, and whose word is as good as his 
bond. It cannot be set aside on the 
flimsy ground that some other man fails 
to recall it. 
Mr. Wm. Condon, Sr., was seen by a 
Bulletin reporter and asked as to state­ 
ments of this morniug’s Pantograph in 
reference to hi9 charges against Harrison 
for having slandered the Irish people. 
Mr. Condon has talked the matter over 
with gentlemen who also heard Harri­ 
son’s vile speech here at Durley Hall 
and has come to the conclusion that it 
was in the campaign of 1876, and not 
eight years ago. * * * * Mr. Con­ 
don said: "Harrison, the Republican 
Presidential candidate, spoke here on an 
afternoon a few days before the election 
of 1876, and Colfax spoke in the even­ 
ing of the same day, I think, al­ 
though I did not hear Colfax. The 
abusive words from Ben Harrison came 
out in this way. Harrison had praised 
all the nationalities, except the Irish, 
and was just quitting this feature of his 
address, when an old man with an Irish 
accent, asked: ‘How about the Irish, 
and where were Meagher. Sheridan, 
Shields, Mulligan and the others ?’ The 
crowd hissed the question, and shouted, 
Put him out.’ While the}'were taking 
the old gentleman from ’ the building 
Harrison said exactly, or almost exactly, 
the following words: ‘It is easy to know 
that man’s race; you all know what they 
are; if it were not for them we would not 
need half of our penitentiaries, which are 
almost full of they; them have no 
intelligence; they are only good to shovel 
dirt and grade railroads, for which they 
receive more than they are worth, a’s 
they are no acquisition to the American 
people.’ I have frequently mentioned 
the language to many people, and long 
before Harrison w as prominently men­ 
tioned for the Presidency, and therefore 
it cannot be said I speak of the matter 
now for mere political effect. I was sur­ 
prised to find my letter in print, indeed. 
In my letter I made merely an incidental 
reference to the matter, not thinking that 
or any other portion would be copied by 
the press. 1 stand by every material 
statement I have made. Many of my 
neighbors, who did not hear Harrison, 
remember that at the time a great deal 
was eaid about his abusive remarks, 
which were more bitter then anything 1 
have ever heard from any one. I dislike 
to bring any foreign nationality in our 
American politics, in a free country, 
where we all are or should ho Americans, 
for American interests only; but Har­ 
rison has provoked this matter by his own 
false and bitter words on the stump. I 
have no prejudice aginet other national­ 
ities, on the coutrary, it is a pleasure to 
remember that all races have contributed 
to the growth and splendor of our country', 
and that in the terrible conflict for the 
maintanence of the Union the Celt and 
brave heroes from the German Father­ 
land fought side by side by the 
American born. The false alarm of 
those who sav the Democratic party 
favors a tariff 
system 
favorable 
to England and detrimental to America, 
should blind no manly Irish-American to 
the fact that a rancorous defamer of his 
race is running against Cleveland, that 
fearless, honest man whose principles 
are calculated to give cheap food and 
clothing to the poor, and to preserve the 
blessings of this Government for Ameri­ 
cans yet unborn. Like every' individual, 
every race lias virtues as well as faults, 
and therefore I protest against Harrison’s 
sweeping villification of the Irish people, 
who usually come here to obey the laws 
and help develop the mental and physi­ 
cal capabilities of our common country. 
The Pantograph ta'ks about producing 
an affidavit that Harrison did not make 
the abusive remarks. Well, there will 
be a number of counter affidavits from 
Irish-Americans. It is hard to prove a 
negative, but we can prove it was a posi­ 
tive fact.”—[BloomiDgton (111.) Bulletin.

Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of th e M ucons Mem­ 
brane lining the B ronchial Tubes, an d iso n e of 
the m ost com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases.

In th e latter stages of the disease the m ucous 
m em brane of the larger bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in th e sm aller tubes and air cells of the 
lungs th e m ucous m em brane becomes con­ 
gested and inflam ed. There are no cavities or 
tubercles iu th e lungs, but m erely a wasting 
aw ay of th e larger bronchial tubes, and death 
takes place from obstruction of the bronchial 
tubes and air cells of th e lungs. The p at ent 
dies from exhaustion and suffocation, being 
u nable to expectorate th e m ucus which accu­ 
m ulates in th e passage leading to th e lungs, 
w hich in some cases is sticky and sm all iu 
¡nantity, but m ore com m only copious of a 
.Ight straw or yellowish green. 
Oftentim es 
streaks of blood m ake th eir appearance in the 
m ucus, and at tim es there is a disagreeable 
sm ell. 
Persons thus afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at w hich tim es the m ucus becomes 
clear and frothy, and it is not uncom m only the 
case th at the patient dies in one of these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(Ftom humerc, to be m oist) Is so called from the 
profuse q u antity of watery secretions which 
comes from th e air passages of the lungs. At 
tim es it becomes ropy like the w hite of an ecg.
